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« U.S. SHIP FRANKLIN. 
Extract a letter from a young leman, to his 
friend im New York, dated on of the Uni- 
ted States’ ship Franklin, 
Vatranarse, Jan, 10, 1823. 
We sailed from Callao in October, and after a 
short and agreeable nape arrived in Quilea, but 
found it almost totally abandoned by the inhabi- 
tants. A detachment of the Patriot army which 
had embarked from Callao since our departure 
from that place, appeared off the coast; the Vice 
Roy, apprehensive that they might land at that 
place, ordered all the inhabitants from the coast. 
The reduction of the city and mine of Araquipa, 
is said to be the primary and ostensible object of 
the expedition. The Peruvian Congress were in 
session when we sailed from Callao, and had ac- 
cepted the resignati*: of the Protector, (San Mar- 
tm,) who, to do away the impression of his influ- 
encing the proceedings of Congress, and also to 
render futile the accusation of ambition, resigned 
tus Protectorship into the hands of the Legislative 
Assembly, and embarked on board the brig Hel- 
grano, for this place. Upon his arrival bere, he 
met with a very ungtacious reception, especially 
trom Lord Cochrane, who is said even to have 
passed him in the street without noticing him. Af 
ter remaining here a fortnight, he was escorted to 
the Capital by a guard of soldiers, Our country 
Tam afraid will ere long find out their error in 
acknowledging the independence of this country. 
The Intendancies of Conception and C rquimbo 
have joined in a leagne to overthrow the existing 
constitution, to establish one free elective and 
representative government; to throw off -the 
shackles of commerce; to expel an odious Prime 
Minister, and to‘discharge the superfluous civil and 
miltary officers of government, who monopolise a 
considerable portion of the revenue. Gen, Frere 
ws at the head of the insurrection, and is consider- 
ed the most popular man in Chi. We arrived on 
the 27th of last month, and found the city in ru- 
ms, from an earthquake which happened on the 
15th of last month. We shall doubtless remain 
wut bere a couple of years longer, as I see by the 
papers you were so kind as to send me, that we 
are to CXpect two store ships out with provisions 
for us.

Gallinipper, the Lieut 
of which informed him that they had re-captured 
the schr. Pilot, of Norfolk, which had been taken 
some wme before by a piratical vessel The P 
was run on shore by the pirates, and a great many 
kifled and wounded—not a man on board the Gal. 
linipper was hurt, one pirate was taken prisoner, 
the rest escaped. The Pilot was got off by the 
boats of the Gallinipper, and was spoken by Capt 
Neil, with Amertean colours fying over the red 
Hag. An English brig was boarded by the pirate 
insight of the inhabitants of Havana, a few days 
before Captain N. sailed, and nothing was heard 
ot her afterwards ; it was sun down when she was 
boarded — It is supposed that all hands were mur- 
dered and the vessel sunk.
